The Goa Handicraft Staff Co-operative Credit 
Society Ltd., Panaji, is registered with this office on 
22-05-1989 under code symbol No. ARCS/CZ/8(a)/ 
/49/Goa under the erstwhile Maharashtra 
Co-operative Societies Act, 1960 as was applicable 
to the State of Goa, as a “Resource Society” and now 
it is deemed to be registered under the Goa 
Co-operative Societies Act, 2001 & Rules, 2003. 


The main objects of the society are to encourage 
thrift by enabling members to save part of their 
income in a safe and convenient way with the 
prospect of fair profit, to prevent debtness by making 
loans available on reasonable terms, to do such other 
things incidental or conducive to the attainment of 
all any of the above objects. 


The society failed to comply with the 
requirements of Section 58, 66, 72 and 81 of the Goa 
Co-operative Societies Act, 2001 from the 
co-operative year 2008-2009 i.e. convening of Annual 
General Body Meetings, conduct of statutory audit, 
to file the Annual Returns and to constitute the 
managing committee in order to streamline the day- 
-to-day working of the society as required in terms 
of the provisions of the Act, Rules and Bye- 
-laws of the society. 


And due to failure on the part of the Board of 
Directors of the above said society to comply with 
the above said statutory provisions of the Act, the 
Interim Order-cum-Show Cause Notice cited at 
Sr. No. 1 above was issued to the society under 
Section 61 of the Goa Co-operative Societies Act, 
2001 and the opportunity was given to the Board of 
Directors to submit their say in the matter. However, 
none of the Board of Directors remained present for 
the hearing in person nor submitted their written 
reply in the matter. The Secretary of the above said 
society had requested for some time to file the reply, 
however no reply in the matter were received from 
him, which gives scope to believe that society has 
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nothing to say in the matter. Moreover, from the 
records available with this office, it is clear that the 
society has not complied with the statutory 
requirements from the year 2008-2009 to 2021-2022 
and also not submitted the status as regards to the 
functioning of the society. 


From the above facts and circumstances, 
inference can be drawn that no members are 
interested in running the affairs of the above said 
society as such no purpose will be served if the 
society is allowed to continue further and therefore, 
being satisfied that this is a fit case for winding up 
the affairs of the society, I pass the following order:
